Toddlers’ Transportation 


More Than 


LONDON (CP) — If you are 
{n London's West End and the 
double-decked bus has chil- 
dren's faces and letters of the 
alphabet painted all over it, 
wait for the next one. You 
have just seen a Mobile Tod- 
dlers Club bus run by the 
Westminster Health Society. 

Instead of weary passengers 
straphanging in the aisles, the 
bus has littlebirds and ani- 
mals bobbing up and down on 
strings. 


No destination is given on 
the front, but the bus is on its 
way from its morning site in 
one part of Westminster to its 
afternoon parking place in an- 
other, where more pre-school 
children aged three to five 
years will attend their own 
club. 


.The bus was bought from 
London Transportion Decem- 
~ ber, 1971, by the Westminster 
HealthkSociety—a charity 
founded in 1903—with money 
raised as a memorial to its 
past chairman, Nellie Paton 
Walsh, founder of the first 
Toddlers Club in 1959. 


There now are eight Tod- 
dlers Clubs in the Westmins- 
ter district. catering for up to 
40) children a day. 


“~The idea of the Mobile Tod- 
dlers Club js tq give children 
in areas where here are inad- 
equate nursery facilities a 
chance to learn and play with 
amher boys and girls. If it ap- 
pears that the district can 
support a permanent pre- 
school group then the society 

§ will try to raise the money to 
set up one of its ordinary Tod- 
dlers Clubs and move the bus 
on elsewhere. 

At present the bus is parked 


‘Just a Bus’ 


housing estate in the morning. 


In the afternoon it moves on - 


to a high-rise housing estate 
in Pimlico, where mothers 
welcome its arrival. 

The children are captivated 
by -the novelty of going to a 
nursery school in a bus. When 
they enter the downstairs 
compariment they find the 
seats have been removed and 
a slippery play dip installed. 
And one of the long seats by 
the door has been turned into 
a sand pit 

Upstairs a toilet'and wash 
basin bave been installed ch- 
rectly/over the back platform 
and down one side of the top 
deck there are drop-leaf 
tables so the children can 
paint and draw while they 
look out of the windows. 

The vehicle is able to take 
up to 18 children at a time. 
Supervised by three nurses. A 
small fee &f about 60 cents a 
half-day is charged for each 
child and this includes their 
morning snack of orange juice 
and an apple. If a mother is 
unable to afford as much 
money it may be reduced. 

In its early days the society 
pioneered maternal and child 
welfare in Westminster. 
Today it- still has an impor- 
tant role to play in relieving 
many of the stresses faced by 
women in bringing up chil- 
dren in built-up inner-city 
areas. Although its basic work 
is now subsidized by the West- 
minster city council the soci- 
ety still depends on fund-rais- 
ing activities to pay for extra 
fadilities such as the Mobile 
Toddlers Club.

Barnard’s injuries — including 13 broken 
ribs and a collapsed Jung — are such that 
he spent three weeks in hospital and report- 
edly has not yet resumed practice. His wife 
suffered a troken nose and other injuries 
and weirs a neck brace.- * 

The incident serves to focus attention 
¢nacommon enough practice by pedestrians 
everywhere, even in the midst of heavy traf- 
fic.

The remark, lately revived 
for purposes of a movie pub- 
licity campaign in London, is 
not the kind of classic cine- 
matic line likely to amuse 
Mrs. Erin Pizzey. founder of a 
reform campaign now begin- 
ning to. make an impact here. 

Mrs/ Pizey, 33. is out to 
expose the evils of .wife-beat- 
ing.jwhich she contends is a 
carmmon and particularly bru- 
tal feature of life in modern 
Britain. 

Her campaign is based in 
the West London district of

achievement has been to pro-

Mrs. Pizzey and her helpers 
question what they term a re- 
Juctance on the part of author- 
ities to interfere in marital 
matters. 

“The police. not the wife. 
should enforce the law and 
prosecute,” said one of, the 
Chiswick group. In the case of 
a wife-beater, “they should 
take that man from that 
house and lock him up and 
keep him there until the court 
case.” ‘ 

The woman's aid cam- 
paigner added: “If the man 
-has no history of violence, 
should be allowed out on bail 
but there ought to be a High 
Court injunction to stop him 
molesting the family.” 

Mrs. Pizzey divices wife- 
beaters into two categories — 
the mentally-ill and the sadist. 

Some women and children, 
she asserted, ‘‘sit in fear at 
home waiting to see what/sort 
of mood the man is in when 
he gets back from work.” 

“A cup of tea set down 
wrongly in front of him will 
start him off.” 

A- great disadvantage for 
anyone trying to expose the 
full extert of wife-beating in 
modern society is the fact 
that many of the victims 
shrink from talking openly 
about their domestic crises.

To Firms Hit 


OTTAWA (CP) — The life of 
the minority Liberal govern- 
ment appeared threatened 
Tuesday following Finance Min- 
ister John Turner's statement 
in the Commons that the gov- 
ernment will go ahead with Ieg- 
islation giving tax cuts and 
other concessions {o corpo- 
tations. 

Minutes later Conservative 
Leader Robert Stanfield  in- 
dicated strongly to reporters his 
party would join. the New _ 
Democrats in voting against 
such a bill. 

Defeat of the tax cuts would 
be inevitable in such «circum; 
stances and failure of the gov- 
ernment to get parliamentary 
approval of a budget bill could 
lead to its resignation. 

Standings in the 264-seat Com- 
mons are: Liberals 109, Con- 
servatives 107, NDP 31. Social 
Credit 15, independent 2. 

The political showdown, 
which could come later this 
month, emerged as a possibility 
after Mr. Turner told the Com- 
mons he will bring down his 
second budget at 8 p.m. EST 
Monday, Feb. 19. 

Replying to NDP Leader Da- 
vid Lewis, Mr. Turner said the 
government is committed to the 
tax cuts and accelerated write- 
offs for machinery and equip- - 
ment announced in his May 8 
budcet. j 
* "That's the end of the mar- 
riage.” shouted Lincoln Alexan- 


f der (PC—Hamilton West), re- 


ferring to support the NDP has 
given the government since the 
session started last month. 

Mr. Turner said the tax cuts. 
due to go in effect Jan. 1, would 
help Canadian industry “‘to 
pierce and take advantage of a 
very competitive world mar- 
ket." 

Outside the Commons. Mr. 
Stanfield said he warned Mr. 
Turner last May that such 
measures were not enough ta 
hate the desired effect. He was 

convinced that business had 
made additional investments as 
a result of the concessions. 

“And you will recall that we 


_ voted against the acceptance of 
the budget." noted Mr. 
Stanfield. 


Mr. Lewis told reporters his 
party could not accept passing 
on these benefits to corpo 
rations. an echo of his “‘corpo- 
rate welfare bums” theme in 
the Oct. 20 general election. 

In announcing the Feb. 19 
budget. Mr. Turner said his ac- 
counts for, the current year end- 
ing March 31 will show a deficit 
close to the $2 billion "he pre- 
dicted. a 

The finance minister rejected 
arguments by Mr. Stanfield that 
the government should have 
launched a more vigorous at- 
tack on unemployment: becaus: 
of “a surplus of over $600 m:! 
lien” for the first nine months 
of this fiscal year. 

Mr. Turner replied that such 
talk was misleading since the 
surplus would be gone at thes 
end of March. 

Outside the House, “Mr. 
Turner said his Feb. 19 budget 
is designed to have a signiti- 
cant impact on unemploymen:, ~ 
“But I have absolutely no pre- 
dictions to make at all.” 

One condition” of continued 
NDP support of the government 
is a significant: inctease in the 
old-age pension. already prom- 


ised by Health Minister Marc 
Lalonde. 


Both Mr. Lewis and Mr. Stan- 
field said Tuesday they © also 
look for big cuts in personal in- 
come taxes as well. 

The question now is how the 
Liberal government will bring 
the corporation tax cuts before 
the Commons. One suggestion 
has been that the government 
could bring in increased pen- 
sions for the aged and personal 


income-tax cuts in the same bill 
with concessions to business. 


It was suggested to Mr. Lewis 


that such a procedure would 
draw NDP support. 

Mr, Lewis said be would not 
answer hypothetical questions 
nor would .he commit NDP 
members without consultation. 

He conceded an omnibus bill 
is a possibility since “one 


shouldn't underestimate the in- - 


Kenuity of man.” 


Repair Room Fire 
Smokes up Senate 


OTTAWA (CP) — Fire broke 
out in an upholstery repair 
room on Parliament Hill Tues- 
day night, filling the Senate 
chamber and long marble corri- 
dors of the Centre Block with 
dense clouds of acrid smoke. 

Ottawa firemen brought the 
outbreak under control rapidiv 
and damage was confined to the 
room itself, used to repair fur- 
niture from the Senate chamber 
and the offices of Senate offi- 
cinls. 

Smoke spread through much 
of the six-storey building but no 
serious damage was reported. 

Little or no smoke seeped into 
the House of Commons cham- 
ber at the opposite end of the 
building. Doors to the Senate 
chamber were closed after the 
blaze was discovered to keep 
out as much smoke as possible. 


The fumes left a strong odor — 


in the Senate chamber but it 
was hot expected to prevent a 
sitting scheduled for 2 p.m. EST 
today. 

Cause of the blaze was. not 
known but A. G. Vandelac, Gen- 
tleman Usher of the Black Rod 


Dollar Weak 


LONDON (AP) — The dollar 
weakened again on foreign cx 
changes today and once more 
government banks had to come 
to its rescue. Gold climbed to a 
record price in Paris and a 
near record in London. 

There were more predictons 
that the’ monetary crisis would 
bring a confrontation between 
the United States. and its major 
economic allies. 

The dollar was at or close to 
floor-level in most financial cen 
tres. .Government banks: inter. 
vene when a currency reaches

In Paris the p-ice of gold rose 
during the day to $70.49 an 
ounce—twice its old official 
rate—but demand was down. 
Dealers reported sales amount 
ing to $1'z million as opposed {a

‘The question was: Is Belle- 
ville in. the hands of the de- 
velopers? and Mr, Williams 
answered in the affirmative. 


Other panel members at Sir 


Mackenzie Bowell School 


disagreed. 
Mrs.° Vera Heimbach, an- 
other defeated  aldermanic 


candidate, said that if the de- 
velopers have taken 
Belleville it ‘is because of 
apathy on the part of citizens, 
loose bylaws and laxity of the 
city and its agencies in pro- 
tecting its residents, People 
will stop banding into citizens’ 
groups and put development 
back in the hands of the city 
when they are sure their in- 
terests are being protected, 
she said. 

Arguing the other side of 
the issue were Mike DeMark. 
president of Quinte Home 
Builders and Don Keller, an- 
other builder. He substituted 
for developer Maurice Rollins 
who was unable to be present 
because of illness. ©. 

Mr. DeMark said opponents 
of highrises are angry at de- 
velopers, when their anger 
should be directed against 
municipalities. Municipalities 
* insistence on high quality land, 
land services is driving up 
land costs, he said. The cost 
of servicing a lot with 50-foot 
fromage varies from $4,000 to 


$6,000, depending upon the - 


type of underlying soil and 
rock. 

To curb costs he suggested 
that. people learn 10 accept 
ditches and culverts instead 
of paved surfaces and gutters. 
A 4+foot road allowance is ad- 
equate in residential areas. he 
said, instead of the 66-foot 
allowance now required. 


Mr. Keller said there is ng» 


shortage of land for houses. 

- Highrises are the result of the 
stortage of services and mon- 
ey to provide them, 

Both builders noted that no 
highrise in the city had been 
built on land that required re 
zoning. Rezoning has been ob- 
tained for row houses. and 
six- and 12-unit . apartment 
buildings, but all high rise 
have been put on sites already 
zoned to receive them. 

William Hockley said that 
dn every case since 1969 in 
which citizens opposed zon- 
ing changes proposed by de- 
velopers, the developers won. 

Listeners and panel wrest- 
Jed with the high opst of hous- 
ing and laid the blame on in- 

lation. high interest rates 
and increasing costs of build- 
ing materials and labor. 


But Mr. Williams suggested 
another cause: “unrealistic 
profits’ gouging”. 

He wrung some support from 
Mr. DeMark who said lum- 
ber costs are being forced up 
by large Japanese orders. 


“The Japanese arce-.pilling 
to pay $10 more a thousand 
for lumber than we are.” he 
said. 

Mr. Williams had a parting 
shet for the 33 people who 
turned out for the mecting. 

Despite curfem opinion to 
the contrary. Mr. Williams 
believes that the city might be 
able to take out an injunction 
to stop highrise development.

Parents who would like to 
talk back to the Ontario min- 
istry of education will get 
their chance at Centennial Sec- 
ondary School Feb. 20. That 
evening. between 8 and 10 
p.m., representatives of the 
ministry will: be on hand to 
hear parents’ opinions on the 
cred% courses available in 
high schools and on whether or 
not any should be compulsory. 

The Hastings county board 
of education is advertising 
this week for parent volun- 
teers, seven from each high 
school area, to attend the 
meeting to give their opin- 
fons. Volunteers are asked to 
contact their secondary school 
principal before’ Feb. 12, He 
will arrange transportation. 

The topic to be discussed is 
the credit system in high 
schools. Originally requested 
by teachers. the credit system 
has been decried as ‘‘cafeteria 
style” education since it was 
implemented throughout the 
province a year or two ago. 

In resvonse to the cries of 
alarm, the ministry of educa- 
tion is now reviewing its cir- 
cular H.S.1., the document that 
sets out the requirements for 
a high school graduation dip- 
Joma. This is awarded on the 
successful completion of grade 
12. The honor graduation dJp- 
Joma fs the certificate given 
at the end-of grade 13. 

HS.1; says -a_ secondary 
schoo! graduation diploma will 
be granted “to a student who 
"has completed’ satisfactorily -a 
minimum of 27. credits in a 
secondary school on the fol- 
lowing basis:

Start Growing 


Your Begonias 


With the month of Febru- 
ary. days become noticeably 
longer. Now is the time to 
bring begonia tubers out of « 
storage (and start them into 
growth.’ says R. A. Flem- 
- Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food. By starting the tw- 
bers near the end of the 
month, the plants willbe 
ready to set out in the garden, 
tn early June. \ 

Place the tubers, with the 
concave or sunken part up. 
in a Nat or pot of peat nioss, 
Water sparingly to ‘dampen 
the peat and set them in a 
warm location. Covering the 
flat with ‘spaper or plas- 
fic will heip keep the tubers 
moist. After growth starts, 
water the ‘new plants more 
freely. 

When the shoots are ‘about 
5 inches high. carefully lift 
each tuber cut of the peat 
moss and place it in a 4- or 5- 
inch pot. The potting soil 
should contain 1 part soil, 1 
part leaf mold or peat and 
13 part sand. Plant the tub- 


ers at the same.depth as in Reverend J. M. D. Me-

_ Rabies Quarantine on Farm 


QUEENSBORO — Federal 
veterinary authoritics are 


* keeping close watch on this 


area after imposing a quar- 
antine on an entire flock of 
sheep savaged by a coyote 
which has now proven to be 
rabid. 

The sheep are owned by a 
farmer whose wile says wol- 
ves are on the increase in the 
area and she is afraid to let 


\her children out alone since 


more of the animals may be 
tabid. 

Svene of the incident was the 
farm of Ken Sexsmith, at this 
Elziver township hamlet. 10 
miles north of Highway 7. 

More than 50 sheep are un- 
der quarantine after one was 
killed outright and others bit- 
ten when the coyote found is 
way into a winter sheep pen 
during the pre-dawn hours of 
last Monday.

Dr. J. F. McCorquodale, 
Belleville - area federal vet- 
erinarian, ‘said yesterday the 
quarantine was imposed after 
tests later this week reveal- 
ed the wolf was rabid.

There was wide- 
spread speculation that there 
would soon be an international 
méeting, similar to the 1971 
Smithsonian conference in 
Washington, to work out a new 
schedule. of exchange rates for 
the non-Communist world's ma- 
jor currencies. 

Sources in Base, Switzerland, 
where the heads of the major 
central banks held their 
monthly meeting Sunday, said 
the Japanese were pressing for 
such a conference this week in 
Paris. 

Tokyo was reported under in- 
creasing pressure from the 
United States to revalue the yen 
upward.

Although West Germany's of- 
ficial foreign-currency’ exchange 
was closed, trading continued 
on Frankfurt’s open money 
market.

We note that parents — seven volun- 


* teers from each of the high school areas — 


are being invited by the Hastings board of 
education to a discussion on this theme at 
Centennial school on February-20.

You don’t have to be a politician or even 
an economist to realize that Finance Min- 
ister John Turner’s budget is a political of- 


fering, conceived under the gun of minority — 


government status and specifically the 
cocky New Democratic Party and its leader 
David Lewis. :

What it 
does in the long term though is another 
matter. Memories are short and it is difficult 
to anticipate at this stage what the long- 
term benefits will be. ; 

Finance minister Turner himself does 
not come over in the role of one who has 
all the answers. But in this he ts no different 
than any other before him. Mr. Tumer Is a 
lawyer and as such would be expected to 
know something at least of money manage- 
ment. In ‘a sense though he is like the rest 
of us — a waif in the economic wilderness. 

The minister then is something of an 
enigma in this role (and is he really, as some 
are saying, prime minister material?)}, a man

Women at Work 


Could women really make a better job 
of things were they given greater say in our 
society, or at least put on a more equal foot- 
ing with men in the business of running this 
perplexing*world? 

If women — In Canada at any rate — 
are under-achievers, is it simply because 
they have not been afforded adequate oppor- 
tunity? In other words, if so much time 
were not required for the raising of child- 
ren, who knows what additional ‘contribu- 
tions could be made by women. 

Of course many women still manage to 
achieve ence in a man’s world — 
such as Sylvia Ostrey, head of Statistics 
Canada, who recently was the first witness 
before the special Commons committee on 
food prices, and Madame Sauve, the new, 
federal science minister. There are others 
too, but it is nevertheless clear by and C) 
that women here are not as involved in- 
iness and the professions as they are over- 
seas, 


According to figures released by Toron- 
to real estate brokers Gibson Willoughby 
Ltd, who incidentally employ almost as 
many saleswomen as salesmen (in 1972 total 
earnings of the women exceeded the sales- 
men by $52,000) and quoted by columnist 
Dennis Braithwaite, the majority of doctors 
in the Soviet Union are wonien while in 
Canada only 10.5 per cent are. In Finland, 
most dentists are women; in Canada less. 
than 15 per cent are. 

Of all employed women in Canada in 
1970, one in three, according to this survey, 
worked as a clerk, only one in 33 as a man- 
ager. Moreover, in 96 per cent of jobs, men 
are paid more than women; in 52 per cent 

—— Gf fobs, the difference in favor of men is 25 
per cent or more. ~ 

Conversely, Braithwaite adds to these 
figures the belief that women are better fit- 
ted for any business than men, noting that 
girls usually get the best marks and win 
all the academic prizes “because they con- 
centrate harder, have more orderly minds 
and aré more conscientious than the 
boys, . .” He suggests that only marriage 
and the raising of families prevent them, 
from following through. 

Well now we are not sure that women 
would be ali that much better suited to the 
many roles now filled by men, but where 
feasible and where they are qualified we 
are certain the work scene and professional 
life would benefit from a greater fusion of 
their sex. 4 

As it is, women are more Involved in 
these spheres than may be supposed. Wom- 
en doctors and dentists may be in the min- 
ority here — and we know for example that 
women announcers are almost non-existent 
on national radio and television — but in 
business and professional life they are be- 
coming increasingly active. 

In Kingston for example an extensive 
newspaper survey has revealed that‘women 
paid by the taxpayers’ money, like men’ in 
similar tions, do best on the wage scale.

PARIS (CP) — Three major

—Gaullists—holding 288 of the 
367 Republican seats. 

The Icft-wing groups now

Pompidou’s Republicans are 
saying that France has seen 
five years of progress under 
the “majority” rule of their 
party.

To date, President Georges 
Pompidou—a Republican—has 
kept out of the legislative 
election. His position is not at 
stake since he was elected to

However, the president has 
indicated he is prepared to 
step in if necessary, because 
he would be in a difficult posi- 
tion if the left-wing coalition 
gained control of the Chamber 
of Deputies.

Some hospitals — and 
Belleville’s is one of them — have commit- 
tees which determine this. matter. Some 
jurisdictions, notably New York, go even 
further by having legalized abortion. 

- Paramount} though — and this is where 
there‘is some confused: thinking — 1s’ the 
matter of the rights of the unborn person. 


The fetus, the embryo life in the making In- . 


aide a mother’s womb — does it have any 
rights? The answer in our view is that here 
is life in the making, the process of creation 
that results in children being born. There 
has to be a beginning, and ‘this is it, Who 
knows, when it is aborted, what potential 
in terms of human flesh and blood — aver- 
age man or woman or genius — is being 
denied a full and useful life in this world. 
‘What if some of the great people of world 
society had been denied life in this manner? 

Thus is the potential for life obscured 
by argument over the morality of the act of 
abortion itself. Perhaps what is most needed 
in this‘ perplexing matter is a return to 
greater personal discipline — not a return 
to the Victorian age code of morality, but 
simply a more responsible attitude to one's 
fellow human béings, to life and to society 
as a whole, This should include of course 
an understanding of and adherence to mod- 
ern concepts of family planning, whether in 
or out of the marital state. .

Before us is a note from Donald O, Pras- 
ser, M.D. of Bakersfield, California, who 
h a body trying to educate people to 
the a tat research can eliminate colds 
and flu. With the note is a letter to the edi- 
tor. : 
The letter calls on Americans to write 
to Co and the President in support of 
the necessary research: For Canadian, as for 
U.S. editors, there isfa reply envelope for 
clippings of any publicity given and com- 
plete with an 8-cent U.S. stamp. ¢ 

Well we are certainly happy to put in 
our eight cents worth of Canadian postage 
in the interests of this worthy research. Dr. 
Prasser, who is chairman of a body called 
the Committee to End Colds and Flu, notes 
that colds and flu represent the nation’s 
most costly infectious disease. The U.S. pub- 
lic health department estimates Americans 
will spend $350,000,000 this year on. “useless 
cold remedies.” Furthermore $6 to $10 bil- 
lion. will be lost in the United States alone 
due to absenteeism from common colds. 

Colds, Dr. Prasser goes on, are well- 
known as forerunners to much more serious 
ailments, and along with flu they can leave 
organs such as lungs and bronchi perman- 
ently weakered. “Add to this that each cold 
shortens your life a bit. Multiply this by 
the number of colds in a lifetime.” 

It is all rather scary, especially when 
you-cast your mind back to that last cold 
and recall that you thought it would never 
end. And up to that point you had prided 
yourself on having few colds. 

Dr. Prasser’s message in brief then, is 
simple. He believes research into the com- 
mon cold and its associated ailments is. 
greatly lacking. We commend his letter to 
Health Minister Lalonde in Ottawa. It may 
be that more could be done to ward off this
